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Interview Summary 

On 8 June 2003, starting at approximately 1 1 :45 AM PDT, Examiner Moran and 
Gary R. Fabian, Ph.D., agent for applicants, discussed the pending claims and the cited 
references. The pending claims are 1-36. The cited references are Kurnik (WO 99/58973) 
and Tamada, et al. (JAMA 282(19):1839-1844, 17 November 1999). The interview took 
place after final rejection as the result of a call from the Examiner requesting further 
clarification before appeal. 

Examiner Moran and Dr. Fabian failed to reach agreement on the allowability of the 
pending claims; however, they agreed that further discussion of pending claims was merited. 
Examiner Moran and Dr. Fabian discussed the possibility of applicants submitting (i) a 
Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1.132 to present further data relating to prediction of 
hypoglycemic events using applicants' invention or, (ii) a declaration relating to how skin 
conductivity and temperature measurements are employed in the Kurnik reference. 
Examiner Moran and Dr. Fabian also discussed reviewing the claims for possible 
amendments by applicants. Finally, Examiner Moran and Dr. Fabian discussed the 
possibility of applicants filing a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) in the present 
application to facilitate resolution of the current prosecution issues that are already of record 
in the prosecution history.
